At  this  time  a  few  remarks  in 
regard  to  the  aspirants  for  the  several 
important  offices  may  not  be  out 
of  place.    The  position  of  moderator 
of  the  meeting  will  undoubtedly  be 
filled,  as  for  many  years  past,  by  Mr 
J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop,  than  whom  we  claim 
there  is  at  present  no  betier  qualified 
gentleman  in  town.    For  the  office  of 
Town  Clerk  we  have  heard  of  no  op- 
position  to  the  present  incumbent, 
Mr.  N.  B.  Tower.     He  deserves  and 
will  undoubtedly  teceive  a  unanimous 
re-election.     The  same  is  the  case 
with  the  present  Treasurer  and  Col- 
lector of  taxes,  Mr.  A.  H.  Tower,  we 
hear  of  no  opposition  and  we  believe 
ipposition  would  be  worse  than 
useless-    For  Selectmen  there  is  at 
present,  we  believe  no  opposition  to 
the  present  board,  Mr.  Aaron  Pratt, 
whose  candidacy  was  mentioned  in 
last  issue,  having,  as  will  be  seen 
by  an  article  in  another  column,  with- 
drawn his  name.     The  board  will 
stand,  we  venture  to  predict,  J.  Q.  A. 
Lothrop  for  three  years,  Philander 
Bates  for  two  years  tnd  Caleb  F. 
Nichols  for  one  year.    The  same  will 
probably  be  the  case  with  the  board 
Assessors,  no  opposition  being 
spoken  of  at  present.    For  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  there  seems  to  be  some 
opposition,  the  nam*  of  Mr,  Horatio 
G.  Pratt  of  the  Becchwood  district,  is 
spoken  of  in  place  of  Mr.  Philander 
Bates.    If  elected,  Mr.  Pratt  would 
undoubtedly  make  an  efficient  officer 
but  it  is  doubtful  if  his  strength  is 
sufficient  to  ovcrcowie  the  large 
usually  received  by  Mr.  Bates.  For 
Cor*lai>lc3  there  xcirii  to  lie  a  small 
opposition.     A  number  of  the  voters 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  will  proba 
bly  present  the  name  of  Mr.  C,  Fi 
Hideo  and  it  is  more  than  probable 
that  be  will  form  one  of  the  next 
Board  although  Mr.  Tilden  is  rather 
opposed  to  accepting  the  position  or 
I  allowing  the  use  of  hi*  name.  The 
I  centre  district  needs  an  efficient  con 
j  stable  and  Mr.  Tdden  wonldundoubt 
1  edly  be  the  proper  man.    For  the  of- 
i  ficeof  Surveyor  of  highways  there  are 
'  a  number  of  aspirai  ts.     Although  a 
change  might  be  of  benefit  to  every 
I  district  it  is  doubtful  if  any  is  secured, 
I  except  in  the   King  ttreet  district 
where  the  names  of  Messrs.  Wm.  O. 
Souther  and  Kben  James  arc  present 
1  cd  In  place  ol  Mr.  L.  L.  Worried, 
I  who,  we  understand,  declines  a  re- 
election.   In  the  south  and  harbor 
districts  the  names  of  Messrs.  C.  F. 
B.  Tilden  and  Manuel  S  l,conard  are 
mentioned  and  It  i*  possible,  although 
improbable,    that    their  combined 
strength  may  cause  a  change  in  the 
district.    In  the  case  of  Mr.  lvonard, 
the  /act  that  he  docs  not  always  pat- 
s  tvjftis  industry  may  have  the 
of  diminishing  tha  vote  which 
lie  might  otherwise  sccurs. 

Ait  lo  the  othir  minor  officer*  it 
doubtful  If  any  change*  of  note  or  i 
portanoe  will  be  made.  The  hand- 
ling of  the  Other  businsii,  an  Idea  of 
which  may  be  found  by  perusing  tha 
Warrant  which  we  publUh  In  another 
fofumn,  promises  to  be  considerable 
of  a  lively  Job,  e»i»«cially  to  the  mat- 
ter of  the  proposed  Jerusalem  Road 
rsi«nskm.

been  subjected  to  an  unwonted  strain, 
took  place  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday  evening,  Feb,  S3.  Even  at 
this  time  of  writing,  so  soon  after  its 
occurrence,  the  marked  expression  up- 
on the  faces  of  the  young  ladies  par- 
rly  interested,  both  of  fear  and 
curiosity,  fear,  that  inquisitive  frtends

Mr.  Editor. 

At  our  annual  March  meeting  to  be  held 
on  Monday  ooxt,  we  will  be  called  npon 
hear  the  report  of  the  Selectmen  In  favor 
nf  a  road,  from  Marsh's  corner  to  Atlaotie 
avenne,  and  let  mo  say  right  here,  lest 
some  one  may  think  I  am  not  in  favoi 
road  connecting  those  two  points,  that  I 
am  in  favor  of  it,  and  have  signed  two  or 
more  petitions  for  the  road  nnd  have  voted 
In  town  meeting  in  favor  of  the  road,  hnt 
I  shall  not  vote  for  this  rood  the  Selectmen 
will  call  upon  ns  to  accept  or  reject  s 
majority  deem  advisable. 

And  now  Twill  state  my  reasons  In  ob- 
jecting to  this  much  needed  road.  At  oc 
last  annual  meeting  the  Town  Clerk  wi 
inslrncted  to  drew  up  n  petltiou  to  tl 
Selectmen  asking  for  the  laying  ont  of 
road.  Tho  petition  was  duly  drawn  n 
and  presented  to  the  Selectmen.  During 
tile  summer  the  Selectmen  called  a  m< 
Ing  to  hear  the  pro  and  con,  and  af  ler  1> 
Ing  hoth  shtas  of  the  question  they  decided 
lo  go  on  and  have  three  roules  surveyed 
get  costs  and  estimates  from  eolnpoinn 
road  and  hriilge  builders,  and  report  a 
ibe  next  aunnal  meeting.  Accordingly 
they  nut  a  surveyor  on  who  surveyed 
routes.  Afler  I  bey  were  surveyed  they 
found  they  would  have  to  report  on  some 
»ne  road,  so  they  chose  tha  way,  Ihey  li 
their  jndgmcnt  thought  best,  as  I  suppose, 
ftW  s  K«>  It  Is  In  direct  opposli ton  to  What 
tw»  nf  |hs  Selectmen  had  previously 
pressed  their  opinion  on.

Agri- 
culture in  Massachusetts  is  not  going 
behind  hand,  as  statistics  shots  that  it 
is  on  tbc  increase  He  believes  in 
making  our  homes  more  happy  and 
cheerful,  to  make  our  children  attract- 
ed to  our  homes  we  must  make  tlicra 
more  attractive.  W'c  need  money  to 
make  our  homes  pleasant,  but  it  docs 
not  require  all  money,  it  needs  cheer- 
ful inmates  furnish  the  home  with 
books  and  papers,  a  farmer's  home 
should  have  an  agricultural  paper. 
Have  the  rooms  sunny  and  the  lurni- 
lure  should  look  bright  and  lively, 
birds  add  cheerfulness  In  a  room  and 
above  all  the  home  should  have  order.

A  very  large  and  excited,  town 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  at 
Marshhcld.  on  Friday  afternoon,  Feb. 
aoth.  The  Town  Clerk.  L.  P.  Hatch, 
called  the  meeting  to  order  and  L.  S. 
Richards  was  chosen  moderator.  The 
object  of  the  town  meeting  was  to  re 
open  the  road  over  the  dyke.  Mr. 
Elisha  W.  Hall  offered  a  resolution 
whicb  in  substance,  was  to  instruct 
the  selectmen  to  accept  the  road  over 
the  dyke,  providing  that  the  signa- 
tures of  all  the  meadow  owners  could 
be  obtained  to  hold  the  town  harmless 
against  any  suit  for  damages,  on  ac- 
count of  said  road  located  on  said 
dyke,  for  which  use  and  guarantee  the 
sum  of  $500  should  be  paid  them  by 
the  lown  and  after  an  amendment 
made  by  Gov.  Emery  and  another 
amendment  offered  by  some  other 
citizen  to  add  Gov.  Emery's  name 
with  that  of  the  selectmen,  the  reso- 
lution was  passed. 

It  was  also  voted  that  in  case  the 
signatures  of  th;  meadow  owners 
could  not  be  obtained  that  the  select- 
men  .be  instructed  to  influence  the 
legislature  and  the  County  Commis- 
sioners to  get  the  right  and  the  assis- 
tance to  construct  a  road  or  bridge 
across  the  river  within  too  feet  above 
or  below  the  dyke. 

It  was  a  dyke  meeting  and  the  war 
between  the  dykers  and  anti-dykcrs 
town  is  getting  to  be  one  of  force,  and 
it  would  not  be  at  all  surprising  un 
less  the  brute  element  subsides  that  1 
hand  to  hand.fight  will  ensue.  Law- 
lessness   on   either   side  outrages 
the  moral  and  christian  element 
any  enlightened   community.
